HERE is no fubje@ which lias of late begn mote keenly 
agitated, thao the, difpofal of the Slaughter-houfes. The 
butchers have been nfing every argument ta preferve their own 
Property> and to rebuild them where they ftand at prefent; 
while the bulk of the inhabitants have been driving them to 4 
diftance from the town. The offenfive fmell has fermented the 
difpute ; fo that, unlefs matters are foon compromifed, the ef- 
fufion of haman blood may be as great in one day; as-of all the 
cattle flaughtered there ja tionth. But to be ferious, as the 
placing Gf Slaughte?-houles mult be of confequence both to the 
health and happinefs of the inhabitants, the Committee, «whofe 
bufinefs it is to determine the fpot; thould confider it moft ma- 
turely, and not reft fatisfied by removing the nuifance out of their 
own fight, at the expence of others, that they have, therefyre, 
done their duty totheir conftituengs. La(t year, when it was pro- 
pied to remove the prefent tha ; ant. application to Par- 
iament, as a ndifance, évery body éd the intention was 
to remove them at leaft without the royalty ; and a fubfeription 
was fet on foot to carry the plan into execution, I was foolith 
enough to be one of the number of fabferibers, and, by fo do- 
ing, to furnith a ftick to break my own head. But the bill was 
too late to pafs Jaft year. Within thefe few weeks the difpate 
has revived ; and the L. P, with great propriety, callec meet- 
ings of the different focieties to colleét their opinions upon this 
fubject, who all agreed, that the. fhambles fhould. be removed, 
believing that the removal was to be to fome diftance from the 
town. -As a proof of what I have alledged, I find in a pamph- 
let, entitled, ‘* Obfervations on the Memorial given in by the 
Batchers,”’ publithed the 11th December, and figned by a Citi- 
zen, which I believe was. diflributed to all.the inhabitants of 
the town, the fame liberal ideas, Page 8th he fays, «* The 
s¢ prefent bill is only meant to pregent the butchers from flaugh- 
** tcring cattle within one mile of she market crofs 5’? yet the 
Commitee, after every body bug phe butchers had agreed to 
the removal of the fhambles to feme,diftant fpot, put a ttop to 
it, by fixing upon a piece of ground called Paul's Work, with- 

out giving to the public any reafons for fu doing. 

Let us, therefore, inquire into the advantages and difadvan- 
tages of the two fituations, that we may the bewer judge how 
far the motives, which have influenced thefe gentlemen, are im- 
partial or not. “The prefent fituatien-has a more free ventila- 
tion than any other fpot in or about the city ; it has plenty of 
water, as pump wells may be had every where; and the 
Slaughter-houfes may be fet down in fach a manner as to have 
fufficient declivity, befides their contiguity to the prefent mar- 
kets. The fpot of ground’ now fixed upon is very low and 
marfhy, almoft upon a ‘dead level, furrounded with a high hill 
and houfes, and, of courfe, little or no ventilasion, in fight of the 
Grammar-{chool in the Canongate, within e few yards of the 
Trinity-hofpital, and at no great diftance from the College 
church, and Lady Glenorchy’s. Is it to be credited, that any 
fet of géfitlemen could impartially, or after mature deliberation, 
have made fuch a choice, which, if carried into execution, mutt 
be attended with many great inconveniences? When cie but- 
chers propofed building the Slaughter-houfes in the late Phyfic 
Garden, the Governors of the Orphan-hofpital, with a proper 
zeal, interfered, and oppofed a fcheme, not only hurtful to the 
health of the children, but alfo to their morals. Are the Com- 
mittee ignorant, that, by the fituation now pitched upon, ‘the 
fame arguments will hold with regard to the High School boys 
in the Canongate, whofe morals.at Icaft are of equal ner 
quence? Have the Committee forgot that they are Governors 
of the Trinity-hofpital, and, at the fame time, are endeavour- 


ing to make their habitation, moft uncomfortable ? Do they con-_ 


fider, that the old inbabitants of ‘that ufeful charity, have, in 


‘their younger days, been ufeful citizens, and accuflomed to 


etter things? They are now much retired from the world, 
and, by a religious life, they endeavour to fpend the fhort time 
which they may expect ia-this world as comfortably as they 
can. Is it not a picce of cruelty to break in upon their happi- 
nefs? The Members of the. Committee, “in. crofling the 
bridge, may turn to the right or to the left, as the wind blows, 
but thefe poor people niuit.be faurrounded with ftink. They 
mutt rife up, not at.the voice of the bird, but at-the groans of 
the butchering of cattle, and the howling and barking of dogs. 
Do the Committee never confider how much they muft injure 
the hearers of the two churehes, by bringing this nuifance fo 
near them ; where, in a faummer’s day, with all the windows 
open, they cannot fit with comfort, if they can without danger ? 
I muft own, that I have fome curiofity to know, why the gen- 
tlemen of the Committee, after confulting the College of Phy-. 
ficians and Surgeons, fhould act diametrically oppofite to r‘ieir 
advice; for I have been told, that, excepting Four of their 
number, all the other Phyficians prefent at the meering, were 
unanimous in their opinion, that, although the Slaughter-houfes 
were ever fo well conftructed, they could ro¢ ‘be rebuilt upon 
the prefent fituation, without endangerinr, the health ofthe in+ 


habitants; and.they are the focicty, 7vho ought to know beft 


what is pernicious to health ; yet, J will venture to fay, that 
not one Phyfician will declare, thr ¢ yOu:have © choten a: better 
fituation, nor one fo yood, Dor .cany Tf devife upon what 
grounds, the members,of.a Co mmitte,, who, from their office, 


fhould be the protectors of the whole body of inhabitants, fhould 


fo wantonly hurt the propri¢ iors of fo nvany people, by carrying 
this nuifance a few hundrrq yards ealt, from the New Bridge. 
One member I muft exer pt, who, I am told, had the honelty 


to anfwer, when afkedy his objections to the fituation of Paul's 


Work, that he thouf ht, it was like taking-poifon with the 
right hand, to deftr oy the lefts That; as the shambles. were 
generally thought be a nuifance, and as fuch they wanted to 
remove them, he ‘,hought it but fair and'honeft, to carry them 
to a greater difttinee,. If the Lord Mayor’ of London wanted 
to remove 2 nv. ifanee from the'city, would he be fool enough 
to place it wit’ yout T'emple-Bar? or, if he was, is it to be fup- 
pofed, that }ie would be allowed fo to do? It thould be confi- 
dered, tha?_ the inhabitants of the New Town have ‘wilfully 
{urrounde d the fhambles ; whereas the inhabitants of the Ca- 
nongate, have beva fide builta great many houfes, never dream,
